very active in procuring the new church, pur­ 
chased the bind w here the present church now 
stands from the late H arding and George Bailey. 
Work was begun im m ediately and the church 


was built in 1867. 
Rev. McKown was pastor of the church for a 
num ber of years. O th er pastors who have served 
the church are Rev. Nelson, Rev. Hanger, Rev. 
J:unes W eaver, Rev. Jam es H arrier, Rev. Albert 
Dunlap, Rev. M iddleton, Rev. Silas M ain. Rev.

C arter and Rev. J. S. E hrhart. 
Rev. E hrhart has served the church os pastor 
for approxim ately 20 years, although not con- 
fecutlvely ten years a t one time and nine or ten 
years still continuing.

all other v ehicles, a.s requ ired by 
the g neral rode of Ohio. 
Right of Way 
All traffic On main 
thorough­ 
fares has the 
rig ht-of-w a y 
over 
traffic on intcresecting thorotieh- 
laie-i. 
Main 
thoroughfares under 
the Ohio law are all sections oi 
public 
roads 
and 
highways 
on 
which -treat cars or electric cars

Additional main thor- 
ouchfa ns may be established by 
ocal authorities.
